Attacked By Nazis 
In a message filed to his newspaper’s New York bu­ 
reau, he said that early today the Fushimi Maru intercepted 
three distress messages from the Empress of J apan say ing 
she had been attacked and that her engines were out of 
commission. 
The messages from the Nichi Nichi correspondent as 
translated by the newspaper’s bureau here said: 
“ Early in the morning of Nov . 9th the Fushimi Maru 
receiv ed three SOS calls from the Empress of J apan. The 
SOS call said: Attacked by German bombers. Cannot nav i­ 
gate under own power. SOS.” 
Carry ing Troops 
The message also said that the correspondent believ ed 
the Empress of J apan was carry ing troops and war supplies 
from Canada. 
The empress of J apan, twin-screw liner of 26 ,032 tons, 
was built in 1930 at the Fairfield company y ards at Glas­ 
gow and until the war operated in the trans-Pacific serv ice 
of the Canadian Pacific lines. She was registered out of 
London. 
The message said that the Empress of J apan reported 
herself about 100 miles west of Galway . 
Word Awaited 
The Fushi Maru, y esterday passed the point where 
a 5 000-ton British freighter was attacked by a U-boat, the 
message added. Nothing was seen of any German craft, 
howev er. 
The New \ork office of Canadian Pacific Steamships, 
Ltd., said it had receiv ed no word of the attack.

It is interesting to o bserv e that when the Sec­ 
retary o f the Treasu ry adv ised the American 
peo ple that we’ sho u ld increase the debt limit 
by $20,000,000,000 that the sto cks increased in 
selling price $5.77 
Of co u rse, the cau se o f the increase was no t 
that the v alu e o f the sto cks were g o ing to be in­ 
creased bu t the bu y ers ev idently believ ed it was 
a fo reru nner o f inflatio n. 
When this will co me, 
no o ne kno ws. 
It is su re, ho wev er, that ev ery 
do llar o f debt will hav e to be paid back o ne way 
o r the o ther. 
It will be paid back by ro bbing 
tho se who hav e credits in the fo rm o f life in­ 
su rance, no tes, bo nds, etcetera, o r it will be paid 
back by tax atio n o u t o f the pro du cts o f pro du c 
tio n. 
If it is paid back o u t o f the pro du cts o f
